Another large bark 
was seen to be ih distress, the crew being had- 
died together on deck. The vessel foundered 
this morning, and twenty psrsons were 
drowned.

THE REFUGEES COMING IN. - 

lefugees from the flooded district about 

Ssbine Pass continue to arrive on every 5m all 
cnft that comes up the river. It is estimated 
by persous who have been over the 
scene of devastation at Sabioe Pass, Johnsen’s 
bayou and Tayior’s bayou that the death list 
will exceed 250 souls. LHighty-five corpses 
have been recovered end buried around 
Jobuson’s bayou, and 54 bodies thus far had 
been buricd at Sabine, while 60 waite and 
colored persons are still rmuissiag at S2dine, 
while they are, of course, dead, as it would 
he impestible for any human being to survive 
thilongin theswawmps and laguons without 
food or shelter. An examination of the coun- 
try back of Sabine, and immedistely in the 
vicinity of Beaumont, shows that the salt 
water came back from the coast fally forty 
mil<s through the swalnp, and 
hur dreds of thousands of acres 
are still enbmerged by tho water 
that wes forced back. and hag no outlet. This 
fart wakes the search furthe bodies very 
dificult. Ti carcasses of thousands of 
drowned catle. hoger, horses, and fowl 
sre strewn everywhere. and clouds of 
na gulls and buzzards hover 
ever the desolated country for an ares of 
thirty «quare miles. Parties who returned 
today from Johnson’s bayou district say sixty 
persons are still missing there, and searching 
parties have almost reached the conclusion 
that many of these missing were drowned, 
end their bodies carried out to sea by there: 
Cecdibyg waver.

The Cotton Statement. 

The Financial Chronicle's cotton state- 
ment for the week®ending October 15th 
showed the total receipts to be 230,288 bales 
against 197,166 bales last week, 156,465 bales 
the previous week and 106,601 bales three 
weeks since, making the total receipts since 
the Ist of September, 1886, 816,779 bales 
avainst 858,726 bales for the same period of 
1885, and showing a decrease since Septem- 
ber 1, 1886, of 41,947 bales. 

The exports tor the last week reached a 
total of 136,704 bales. of which 90,977 were 
to Great Britain, 20,505 to France and 25,- 
$29 io the rest of the continent. 

The figures indicate an increase in the 
cotton in sight of 2,711 bales as compared 
with the same date of 1885, a decrease of 
271,992 bales as compared with the corre- 
sponding date of 1454, and a decrease of 
476,764 bales as compared with 1883. 

The totals show that the old intérior stocks 
have increased during the week 27,765 bales 
and are 24,155 bales more than at the same 
period last year. The receipts at the same 
towns have been 13,303 bales more than the 
same week last year, and since September 
Ist the receipts at all the towns are 15,346 
bales more than for thesame time in 1555. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
nee September 1, 1886, have been’ 912,571 
bales; in 14-5 they were 962,008 bales: in 
1884 they were 948,687 bales. 

Although the receipts at the outports the 
past week were 250,288 bales, the actual 
movement from plantations was 262,565 
bales, the balance going to increase the stocks 
at ihe interior towns. Last year the receipts 
fiom the plantations for the same week were 
260,838 bales, and for 1884 they were 266,- 

35 bales. 

The weather reports by telegraph indicate 
that there has been a continuation of very 
favorable picking weather in almost all sec- 
tions of the south durin the week. Tue 
crop is being marketed freely. : 
{haracteristic Free Trade Arguments.

In the recent trial of the Rev. Mr. Staun- 
ton before the Brooklyn presbytery on the 
charge of immoral conduct Dr. Talmage 
made a strong fight for the accu$ed. Mrs. 
Staunton claimed that her husband had 
abueed her and had conducted himself im- 
properly with a Mrs. Laidler, who was an 
inmate of the Staunton honsehold. 


When Dr. Talmage rose to speak he won | 


every ear by this bold and defiant introduc- 
tion: 

I wes greatly prejudiced when I came into the 
case against the accused brother. The air was 
filled with clamor against him. ButI stand here 
today as a result of what I bavye heard and seen in 
this trial to say that I believe he is the most in- 
jured, malireaterd, slandered, lied about and out- 
reged man in Brooklyn. 

Pausing until the astonished presbyters 
had digested these rough words, the doctor 
went on to say: ° 

This case is one of elongated tongue. Mrs. 
Staunton told her snspicions to Mr. Chamberlain, 
told the laundress, told Dr. Wells, told sll the 
elders, told all up arfd down the congregation, 
told the district attorney, told ithe presbytery, told 
the fou: winds of heaven, told the universe, and 
that bell tolled by day and tolled by nigtt the 
death knell of her household. It became her 
chief business to destroy her home and to hang 
over her innocent child a cloud that fifty years 
will not scatter. The simple fact is that Staunton 
was terrifically married. There is not a member 
of ibis presbytery who could keep his reputation 
or his pulpit if marricd to a women with sucha 
tongue. This Case now on trial is not only a case 
of clongaied tongue but of filthy tongue. The 
presbytery was obliged to sit with closed doors 
while the nastiness of that woman’s toxgue was 
recited. She in cpen prest ytery confessed to the 
nse of words which no decent woman in her right 
mind since the foundation of the world ever ut- 
tered or any decent woman in her right mind ever 
will utter. There is not arespectable newspaper 
in Brooklyn or New York that dére print the 
werds she copfersed to have uttered. They were 
words such as might be heard from the grates of 
the city van on the morning after a house of 
abandonment is broken up. In contrast with that 
levar house of corrupt vocabulary put the lac- 
guage and bearing of Mrs. Laidler before this pres- 
bytery, when she was carried in here a he piess 
inyalid and laid in an arm chair. I noticeda 
Smnile on the face of more than one in this room 
as though it were dramatic. A more modest or 
seemingiy more godly woman I never saw on any 
Witness stand. What eulogies those were pro- 
nounced by her husband and her father-in-law 
and the good men and women who passed before 
us. Noman swearing on a pack of Bibles as high 
as from floor:to ceiling could make me believe 
that Mrs. Laidler is a Magdalene. 

Hfavirg flayed Mrs, Staunton, and rubbed 
in a little vitriol on the abraded cuticle, the 
fervid advocate turned his attention to Mr. 
Stannton’s sneaking guests who had nearly 
worn out iheir eyes against the keyholes of 
their entertainer’s mansion. He made a 
dash at them and again paid his respects to 
Mrs, Siaunton in the following fashion:

The Last Days of Pompell. 


Reader, Sara Sota, Florida: How was 
Pompeii destroyed and when? 

The city was much damaged by an eartheyuake 
February 5, 63 A, D., and in 79 oceurred that ter- 
rific eruption of Vesuvius which, in ove day, over-. 
whelmed fn irremedial ruin the towns of Pompeii, 
Herculaneum and Stabiz. In course of time a 
smvall village rose ator near the spot, but bg and 
by the memory of Pompeii was forgotten, and for 
ce: turies its very site wasunknown. The diffi- 
culty of discovering its true position was increased 
in consregucnee of ihe changes produced by this 
fearful ccnyulsion, which had hurled back the 
8: rnus fri m its ancient course, and raised the sa- 
teach toa considerable heigat.so that the redis- 
coveree city, to which merchantmen resorted of 
old, is now a mile from the coast, and a consider- 
able distance from the stream that in ancient 
times was wont to skirtits walls. For more than 
1,€06 years Pompcii lay undisturbed beneath heaps 
of ushes and cinders. At length, in 10689, some 
ruins were noticed, but it was not till 1755 that 
any excavations were made, These operations, 
begun by the Neapolitan government, have been 
continned to the present time, and have been ex- 
cecdingly procuctive of objects which interest the 
antiquarian and the Classical scholar. The re- 
mains fonnd are ina remarkable good state of 

“presei vation, owing to the fact that the city was 
destroyed vot by lava, but by showers of san, 
asies and cinders, forming a light coveriag, 
which found its way into every nook, and as it 
were, hermetically sealed up the town. It wonld 
appear that in some parts at least the matter was 
deposited in a liquid state, and so flowed into the 
i@motest cellars of the doomed inhabitants. The 
immentre yolumes of water which poured down, 
mixed withthe ashes that had already fallen and 
with thore that were still suspended in the air, 
aud formed a kindof liquid mud, This is proved 
by the discovery of tbeske!eton of @ woman in a 
cejiar, erclored in a mould of volcanic paste, 
which received and ,has retained a perfect im- 
pression of her form. The @epth of the stperin- 
cum bent rubbish is in most places about fifteen 
feet deep, but this mass has not been heaped up at 
one ernption; asmeny as eight or nine different 
layers have been distinctly counted. In the an- 
turn of 1864, in ¢xcavating a temple of Juno, up- 
wards of 200 skeletons were found lying on the 
floor, the victins having evidently gone thitherto 
seek the protection of the goddess,

She 
was wanted in one city for swindling, and another 
for blackmailing. Society every whre leagued iirelf 
against her.

Grorora.—By Henny D. McDANIRL, Governor 0 
said State: 

Whereas, The general assembly, at its last session 
passed the poets phage. to wit: 

AD act to amend the constitution of the state of 
Georgia by striking therefrom par 15, sec- 
tion 7, article 3, 

Section I, Be it enacted by the general assembly 
of the state of Georgia, and it is hereby enac ed by 
the authority of the same, that constitution of 
this state be amended by striking therefrom para- 
graph 15 of section seven (7), article three (3), 
which reads as follows, to-wit: Paragraph 
All special or local bills shall originate in the 
bouse of representatives. The s er of the 
house of representatives shall, within five days 
from the oranization of the general assembly, 
appoint a committee, consisting of one from each 
copgressioval district, whose duty it shall be to 
consider and consolidate all special and local bills, 
on the same subject, and report the same to the 
house; and nos or local bill shall be read 
o: considered by the house until the same has been 
reported by the committee, unless by a two-thirds 
vote; and no bill shall be considered or reported 
to the house by said committee, uniess the same 
shal! have been laid before it within fifteen days 
after the organization of the general assembly, ex- 
cept by a two-thirds vote. 

sec. II. Be it further enacted, That whenever 
the above proposed amendment to the constitution 
shall be agreed to by two-thirds of the memoers 
elected toeach of the two houses of the general 
assembly, the governor shall, and he is hereby an- 
thorized and instructed to cause said amendment 
to be published in at least two newspapers in each 
congressional district io this state for the period of 
two months next preceding the time of holding 
the next general election. 

Sec. lll. Be itfurther enacted, That the apove 
proposed amendment sball be submitted for racifl- 
cation or rejection to the electors of this state at 
the next general election to be held after publica- 
tion, as provided for in the second section of this 
act, in the several election districts in this state, 
at which election every person shall be entitled to 
vote who 1s eatitled to vote for members of the 
general assembly.
